This matter was opened to the New Jersey State Board of
Dentistry upon the filing of a complaint by the Office of the
Attorney General of New Jersey alleging that Howell Cook, D.D.S.,
had violated the New Jersey Dental Practice Act in that he
billed separately for the removal of odontogenic cysts when those
removals were performed during the extraction of associated third
molars when in fact the removal of said cysts and the extractions
of said molars allegedly constitute one integrated procedure.

The Board of Dentistry and Dr. Cook wishing to settle
this matter without the necessity for additional proceedings, and
the Board being satisfied that the entry of this Order is
adequately protective of the public interest, and in order to
resolve all outstanding issues:

IT IS on this 19 day of Mavy , 1992,
agreed, without any findings of fact or conclusions of law, that:

Howell Cook, D.D.S., shall voluntarily surrender
with prejudice, no later than June 30, 1992, his license to



practice dentistry in the State of New Jersey, and shall
reimburse the State approkimately one/half of the costs incurred
in this matter in the total amount of $7,500.00.
